Looking to the Future. 


Councilman AYagner, of the Sixth ward, has now 


pending before the city council an ordinance of unusual 
importance in its relation to the Fort Wayne of the future! 
—the expanding city that is reaching out in all directions i = 
and gathering witliin the city limits new additions that! 
will soon lie dotted with pretty homes and immensely 
broaden the residential area of the city. 
.Mr.' "\Vaguer"s 


ordinance stipulates that in all additions, that shall be 
platted in the future the alleys must coincide with those 
in the immediate vicinity of the new tract, his .purpose be- 
ing to make it possible to entirely eliminate lighting and 
telephone poles from the streets in these districts, c.outiiT- 
ing them to the alloys, permitting a uniform system of 
•wire stringing and contributing to the beauty of the 
streets by the absence of the poles. 


In some degree the board of works in recent years has 


been successful in inducing those whn platted new addi- 
tions to consider their relation to contiguous territory 
when the platting was done, hut in the absence of specific, 
ordinance governing this feature it has not always 
been possible to enforce a regulation of this kind, .hi 
a very large proportion of cases those who platted new ad- 
ditions did so with more consideration for the marketing 
possibilities of the area, in nmnber of lots than in any re- 
gard for symmetrical relation to adjoining districts. The 
result has been a hodge podge system without regularity 
that makes difficult the carrying out of the poleless fea- 
ture of street beautifieation. There, nan be no question but 
that the elimination of the wire-carrying poles enhances 
the appearance of any street. In the older districts of the 
city it may be too late to carry all wiring through the 
alleys. In the new districts that are to be annexed the 
problem is not a difficult one if the provision is insistec 
upon in the platting. Councilman Wagner's ordinance i 
a distinct look ahead, and the measure ought to have fav 
orable consideration at the hands of the city council.

The house committee on expenditure in public build 


ings, of which Congressman Cliue is chairman, has just filed 
a report in which not only methods of the government in 
the erection of public buildings are criticised, but .the mad 
clamor for postoffice and other public, buildings-in smaller 
cities all over the country where they are wholly un- 
warranted is deplored. The committee is doubtless emi- 
nently correct in its conclusions. Appeals are being made 
by scores of the smaller cities where the postal income is 
wholly insufficient to justify the expenditure necessary to 
the erection of a building, and where the most modest type 
of structure erected by the .government would far overtop 
in -imposing grandeur the handsomest building already 
located in these towns. But the efficiency of the commit- 
tee's recommendation that members of congress be less 
zealous in their efforts to secure public buildings for their 
districts is to be seriously doubted. With the people of his 
district prodding him up for a new postoffice building or 
two, the congressman isn't going to find it difficult to con- 
vince himself that the committee was referring to the other 
fellow, and not to him. There will continue to be a mad 
scramble for buildings in impossible places until the com- 
mittee's other recommendation against buildings in cities 
where postal receipts fall below a certain point is enacted 
into law.

$7.000. 
The stock of stoves and the 


building were fully covi-rvd by insur- 
ance. 


Helpers were employed Sunday to as- 


sist in removing the salvage from the 
di'bries, 
and a temporary 
warehouse 


was opened in the old interurban sta- 
tion on Harrison street, in the Randall 
building. 
The warehouse is to be re- 


built as soon as possible. 


Gained Big Headway. 


The belief 
that 
the 
buildinc w;is 


struck by electricity 
is 
founded upon 


the fact that when the fire department 
arrived shortly after 4 o'clock, the en- 
tire interior of the building was aflame. 
It is supposed thut the lightning hit tho 
building at the top of the elevator shaft 
iu the rear, that it spread down the 
electric wires and out onto each floor. 
The smoke from smouldering embers is 
said to have been smelled before the 
fire broke out, but no alarm was turn- republican 
cd in until the flames burst out. De- 
partments Xos. 1, 3 and 4 responded to 
the call, and fought the flames until 
about 11 o'clock in the morning. 


Situated across 
the 
alleyway, 


west of the warehouse, is the machinery 
room of the plant and great care was 
taken by the firemen to protect thai 
building from the flames. Just back of 
the warehouse are the huge gas tanks 
and the piles of coke, but they were noi 
endangered.

The Harriman lines have dis- 
covered a remedy for the cold weather 
breakage so effective that the breakage 
of the winter months of 1909, 1910 an-1 
1911 was no greater than that of July 
and August. The secret of the remedy 
is in tbe shape of the rail. The Hard- 
man officials give the rail a heavier base. 


Cold Affects Rails. 


During the cold weather the base of 


the ordinary rail has a tendency -to be- 
come bowl shaped. In being forced back 
into its right shape the rail has a tend- 
ency to develop a surface fracture. Rails 
highly tempered as they are, act like 
glass, a scratch on the surface being all 
that is required to make them extremely 
dangerous. 


A commission of railroad men and rail 


manufacturing experts whici lias been 
conducting an extensive 
investigation 


info tha rail breakage problem, it is un- 
derstood, looks with much favor upon 
the system followed by the Harriman 
lines in tbe manufacture of its rails. 
This commif?ion has not made its report 
but it is understood that the Harriman 
rail plan will be recommended for other 
roads.
